The council accepted her resigna- 
tion ~ to be effective on October 25 
— at ils regular meeting on Monday, 
September 30. 

The remaining four council mem- 
bers will now screen applicants and 
appoint someone some time after 


October 25. (The first regular city 
council meeting after the 25th falls 
on October 28.) Council members 
said they plan to interview candi- 
dates this month at special meet- 
ings. 

Anyone who would like to apply 
for the soon-to-be-vacated spot on 
the city council should pick up an 
application at the city office (locat- 
ed on M-72 West in the Century 21] 
building). Applicants must be regis- 
(ered cily voters. 

Awiszus had three years left on 
her term. The person appointed to 
fill her position will only serve until 
the next regular city election 
(November 2003), City Manager 
Allen Lowe said. The person elect- 
ed to the position in 2003 will then 
serve a two-year term. 

Awiszus — in addition to being on 
the city council — also served on the 
city’s Planning Commission and 
Parks Committee.

The Grayling City Council 
approved a proposal by the city’s 
Parks Committee last week that will 
result in installation of lights in the 
city park this year.

Parks Committee members said 
they hope to have the lights up in 
time for the annual Christmas Walk, 
which is slated for Saturday, 
November 16, this year.

A 43-year old Beaver Creek 
Township man was arraigned 


Monday on one charge of assault 
with a dangerous weapon stemming 
from an argument with neighbors 
on September 29.

pointed a .22 caliber Ruger revolver 
at Deputy Dean Goss through the 
front door. Goss, along with sever- 
al other members of local law 
enforcement, were called to 
Millikin Lane in Beaver Creek 
Township at about 7:30 p.m. after 
receiving a complaint of a man 
threatening another with a gun. 
Kostopolus reported to the 
Avalanche that the complaining 
party, Randee Johnson, waited more 
than three hours to call 911 follow- 
ing an argument between the two 
regarding alleged trespassing and 
disagreements about junk on 
Johnson’s property. Kostopolus said 
Johnson, “with about eight guys 
behind him,” allegedly approached 
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his home in a threatening manner, 
so he told them if they came into his 
house, he would shoot them. 
Kostopolus said he was holding the 
gun at the time. 

Three hours later, when law 
enforcement quietly surrounded his 
house believing a dangerous situa- 
tion was at hand, Kostopolus said he 
heard someone outside the house 
and belicved Johnson and _ his 
friends had returned. 

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said at 
least three of his deputies attempted 
to make contact with Kostopolus, 
but were unsuccessful. Kostopolus 
attributes the lack of communica- 
tion to his having a hearing problem 
in one ear, therefore his television’s 
volume was set too high, and the 
fact that his washer was running. 

Eventually, Kostopolus opened 
the door and was taken into custody 
without incident.

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City breaks ground at new hall site 


P Council decides 
to issue $1.5 million 
in bonds to pay for 
building projects

The City of Grayling moved for- 
ward with its plans for new city hall 
last week with a ground-breaking 
ceremony and the city council’s 
approval of a few changes to the 
building specifications. Also, the 
council voted 5-0 to issue municipal 
bonds in an amount “not to exceed” 
$1.495 million for the purpose of 
financing the city hall project and 
the city’s half of a new fire station. 

The city broke ground at its build- 
ing site - a nine-acre parcel the city 
is purchasing from the military on 
North Down River Road just south 
of the Grayling Army Airfield - on 
Thursday, 

The site will house both a new 
city hall (for the city offices and city 
police) and a new building for the 
Grayling Fire Department. The fire 
department is a partnership between 
the City of Grayling and Grayling 
Township, and the cost of construct- 
ing the new fire station will be split 
50/50 by the two entities. 

On Monday, the city approved the 
most recent set of plans for the new 
city hall, including the addition of a 
three-bay garage for the police 
department, with low-bidder 
Integrity Construction for a price 
tag of just under $600,000. 

With interest rates low, the city 
decided to finance the city hall/fire 
department project with municipal 
capital improvement bonds. The 
amount ~ almost $1.5 million — will 
be used for construction of city hall, 
the city’s share of the fire station, 
and professional fees associated

with the project, city officials said. 
To get the bonding process mov- 
ing, the city published its notice of 
intent this week. If city residents 
want the bond issue to be decided 
by a vote of the people, they have 
45 days from the date of publication 
to complete and submit a petition 
requesting a referendum. ‘The peti- 


lion must contain the signatures of 


at least 10 percent of registered city 
voters, (There are approximately 


1,800 registered city voters in 
Grayling, City Clerk Michele 
Moshier said.) 

If no petition is generated within 
45 days, the cily council can 
approve the bond issuance without 
voter approval, 

Construction of the new city hall 
building is expected to start this 
year and finish next year, It is not 
yet known when construction will 
begin on the new fire station.

Detroit also votes largely Democratic, 
while Michigan largely votes Republican, 
although outstate population and voting pat- 
terns are changing more than city patterns 
are, Political history is another part of the 
quandary. 

I’s perfectly legitimate for the mayor of 
any cily lo try to get as much political con- 
sideration as possible for his/her city and its 
population.

Natural River Designation for the 
Manistee River, we make the fol- 
lowing statements:

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City Income Tax: Pros and Cons 


The State of Michigan adopted 
legislation in 1964 to allow cities to 
collect a local income tax. The 
statute limits this levy to [% on res- 
idents and .5% on non-residents 
who work in the city. The rationale 
is that these non-residents use city 
infrastructure and services. This is a 
way for them to help pay the 
expenses. 

In 1972, the voters of City of 
Grayling approved a ballot referen- 
dum permitting the City (o collect 
an income tax under’ the City 
Income Tax Act, Twenty-two cities 
in Michigan currently collect. this 
tax. In all the cities except 
Grayling, the revenue is placed in 
the general fund. These funds can 
be used to help support any city ser- 
vice or project. The income tax rev- 
enue in Grayling is limited to fund- 
ing the construction of streets, storm 
sewers, curb and gutter. 

Over the years, the City Council 
has put this money to good use. We 
have the finest side streets in north- 
ern Michigan, There are sidewalks 
in all the residential and commercial 
areas in the City. Our storm sewer 
system is more efficient than any 
other city our size. The annual rev- 
enue from the income tax is now 
more than sufficient to maintain this 
infrastructure. 

The City Council chose two 
options to address this situation. 
First, they voted to place a referen- 
dum on the ballot in November. It 
will ask city voters what should be 
done with the money in the future. 
Specifically, it would allow the City

to spend the money on “capital 
expenditures.” These are projects 
having to do with buildings, equip- 
ment or land. The money could not 
be used for operational costs or per- 
sonnel. 

The most often mentioned pro- 
jects have been improved downtown 
parking, additional recreational 
opportunities and improvements to 
our aging water and sanitary sewer 
system. 

Additionally, the proposal a 
double the personal exemption, to 
$3,000 per person. This would 
allow a taxpayer to exempt $3,000 
from the tax for each person in the 
household. This will be a greater 
benefit to lower income families and 
families with children. 

In the event the voters fail to 
approve expanding the uses of this 
fund, the Council voted to cut the 
rate by 50% for residents and non- 
residents. This would reduce the tax 
burden and eliminate the surplus in 
the fund. A cut in the tax rate would 
benefit couples and higher income 

taxpayers. 

This is a City tax, dnd only City 
residents will vote on the proposal. 
Whether or not the ballot proposal 
passes, city residents and non-resi- 
dents who work in the City will 
receive a tax cut. It will either come 
in the form of a 50% cut in the tax 
rate or by doubling the personal 
exemption. 

There are several good reasons to 
vote for the ballot proposal: 

The income tax has given the City 
excellent streets, That money could

do the same thing for recreation 
opportunities, downtown parking 
and improved water and sewer sys- 
lems, Non-residents would pay a 
portion of this cost. 

The City could pay for new pro- 


jects without using General Fund 


money. Other cities struggle to meet 


their obligations, because the 
General Fund pays for these 
improvements. 


“ore ses Tfthete aré“further reduotions:in” 
State funding, the City.may have to 


increase property taxes to make up 
the difference. An expanded income 
tax would prevent this problem, For 
every dollar City residents pay in 
income tax, non-residents pay two 
dollars, 

There are also good reasons, some 
would say, to reject the proposal: 

The tax was approved 30 years 
ago to fix the terrible streets in the 
City. Those streets have been 
repaired. The City should not col- 
lect more money than is necessary 
to maintain the streets. 

Grayling is the smallest City with 
an income tax levied, If other cities 
our size do not need the tax, we 
don’t etther. 

Most residents will receive a larg- 
er reduction in taxes if the rate is cut 
than if the personal exemption was 
doubled. 

The City does not need to make a 
lot of improvements, Whatever we 
need, we can pay for with existing 
funds,

Domestic violence: a health care issue 


October is Domestic Violence 
Awareness Month, The health care 
system plays an important role in 
screening for domestic violence. It 
also plays a role in intervention by 
providing referrals and assistance to 
its victims. 


Domestic violence is a health care - 
problem of epidemic proportions in 


Michigan and throughout the coun- 
try. The health effects of domestic 
violence are staggering. Half of all 
female victims of intimate violence 
report an injury of some type, about 


20 percent of-them seek medical — 


-assistance. In addition to the imme- 
diaté trauma and injuries caused by 
abuse, domestic violence .con- 
tributes to a numbet of chronic 


health problems (such as migraine 
headaches, ulcers, back pain, pelvic 
pain and sexually transmitted dis- 
eases or “STDs”) and interferes 
with the management of other ill- 
nesses. 

According to River House Shelter 
records, last year there were 459 
teports of domestic and/or sexual 
violence in Roscommon, Crawford, 
Ogemaw, and Oscoda Counties, 
These are only the reported num- 
bers. As we know, a majority of 
domestic and sexual violence 


crimes go unreported, River House |

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River project nets over 1,250 new trees planted 


Over 1,250 northern white cedar 
seedlings were planted recently by 
95 river property owners in an effort 
to preserve and protect the cold 
water fishery of the AuSable and 
Manistee River watersheds 

Now in its sixth year, the “Cedars 
for the AuSable” project encourages 
river property owners to re-plant 
their native northern white cedar 
seedlings atong the river’s edge to 
help maintain the delicate balance 
of the river’s ecological system. 
Since the beginning of the project in 
1997 by the AuSable River System 
Property Owners Association 
(ARSPOA), over 6,700 seedlings 
have been planted and protected in 
enclosures. 

Ten property owners from the 
Pere Marquette River also planted 
and protected 120 seedlings this 
year. The Pere Marquette 
Watershed Council will evaluate the 
success of this year’s planting and 
consider duplicating the project on 
that river in coming years. 

Northern white cedars growing 
along the river’s banks provide 
needed shade to maintain the cold 
water fishery of the river. The pres- 
ence of cedar sweepers at the water 
line provides protection for the fish, 
increases the amount of large woody 
debris in the water, as well as the 
preservation of the tiverbank by 
locking in the soil. 

There is virtually no natural refor- 
estation of the northern white cedar 
in northern Michigan. 
believe it is due mainly to the 
tremendous deer populations in 
northern counties. 

River property owners have long 
recognized the complete absence of 
any young cedars in the area, They 
have attempted to plant replacement 
cedar seedlings only to have the 
deer and hares eat them. 
Recognizing that (his problem exist- 
ed and a solution needed to be 
found, volunteer members of the 
ARSPOA _ pre-packaged. cedar 
seedlings into a planting kit.

“| Inv the: past various’ organizations 
have asked for donations and sup- 
port to help people with deveiop- 
mental disabilities.

Corns are one of nature’s way of 
protecting the feet. When a bone or joint 
is irritated by the friction of a shoe, the 
foot’s quite sensible response is to build 
up a tough plate of armor -- a corn-- 
over the troubled spot. This is why a 
corn is one of the characteristic signs of 
a hammertoe, a deformity in which a 
toe becomes fixed ina bent position. 
Hammertoes are caused by a 
biomechanical fault, or the way the 
body’s weight is distributed when the 
foot hits the ground. When this system 
is out of whack, one of the toes’ long 
bones Gnetatarsals) may drop and the 
tendons tighten. This causes the 
affected toe to bend upwards, with its 
knuckle protruding, and a corn to form 
to protect the knuckle. Lome remedies 
cannot cure hammertoes. Orthotics 
(prescription shoe inserts) are often 
necessary to correct the biomechanical 
cause. The corn may need to be 
trimmed, and surgery is sometimes

River House Shelter was fast run- 
ning out of room. The shelter, 
which furnishes safe haven to vic- 
tims of domestic violence in 
Crawford, Ogemaw, Oscoda and 
Roscommon Counties, needed 
larger facility to house all of the 
victims. 

In the fall of 2001, board mem- 
bers and volunteers were discussing 
their upcoming 15th anniversary. 
One of the volunteers suggested a 
quilt raffle as a fundraiser for the 
new building. This idea led to the 
idea of having area quilters make 
quilt blocks which could be pur- 
chased by sponsors for $25 cach. 
The blocks would then be turned 
into quilts which would hang on the 
walls of the new shelter. 

Quilt shops in the four counties 
served by River House Shelter were 
contacted and all volunteered to 
help with the project. 

Quilters were notified of the 
chance to build “One Block at a 
Time” and River House began seck- 
ing quilt block sponsors. Area quil- 
ters and River House supporters 
answered the challenge in droves 
with 275 blocks made and sold. 
Several of the quilters made more 
than one block with Paula Nowland 
of Prudenville, who made and sold 
21 blocks, making the most. The 
project raised $7,000 for the new 
building fund, 

Once all the quilt blocks had been 
collected, Sandy Figley, — of 
Roscommon, wrote the name of the 
sponsor on cach block. 

The blocks were then sent back to 
the participating quilt shops - the 
Iechouse in’ = Grayling, — the 
Buttonhole in) West Branch, 
Crocker’s Altic in West Branch and 
Suze’s Stitch’n in Houghton Lake. 
Each quilt store arranged for quil- 
ters to sew the blocks together to 
make one or more quilt tops.

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New pulmonary rehab program launched 


If walking quickly, climbing 


stairs, or trying a new exercise regi- 
men leaves you gasping for a 
breath, Otsego Memorial Hospital’s 
new Pulmonary Rehabilitation pro- 
gram may help you. The education- 
al and exercise program is designed 
to benefit people with chronic lung 
disease. 

Some of the most common diag- 
noses that can benefit from this pro- 
gram are COPD, emphysema, 
chronic bronchitis, asthma and pul- 
monary fibrosis. This newly 
expanded program from the med- 
ical professionals at Otsego 
Memorial Hospital is designed to 
help people with chronic lung dis- 
ease manage their condition and 
improve their functional capacity. 

“Many patients have more than 
just one of these conditions,” said 
Kerry Elder, Registered Respiratory 
Therapist, and coordinator of the 
educational component of the pro- 
gram. “Through education and 
exercise this program teaches 
patients with pulmonary disease 
how to manage symptoms, allowing 
them to return to their normal daily 
activities.” 

The educational topics within the 
program include stress manage- 
ment, nutrition, oxygen — use, 
bronchial hygiene, medication use 
and breathing retraining. In addition 
to Respiratory Therapists, other 
health professionals, such as 
Pharmacists, a Dietician and Social 
Worker, participate through lectures 
“and question-and-answer sessions. 

The exercise component of the 
program is designed to further 
enhance the patient’s functional 
capacity. Patients will be utilizing

Today, people are living longer 
with diabetes and high blood pres- 
sure than ever before. However, this 
longevity often comes with the 
increased risk for developing other 
health-related problems. 

For example, diabetes and high 
blood pressure are often the causes 
of kidney disease, a condition that is 
on the rise. 

“About 20 million American 
adults have kidney disease, of vary- 
ing degrees,” said Akinlolu Ojo, 
M.D., a nephrologist at the 
University of Michigan Health 
System. “And we’re finding more 
and more people are developing kid- 
ney disease every year.” 

Since older individuals, people 
with a history of high blood pressure 
and African Americans are all more 
likely to develop high blood pres- 
sure, they are also at an increased 
risk for developing kidney disease. 

In addition, researchers have 
found that the number of people 
who develop diabetes is on the rise, 
especially among younger segments 
of the population, making these peo- 
ple more susceptible to develop kid- 
ney disease, too. 

The National Kidney Foundation 
of Michigan says Hispanics, Asians 
and Pacific Islanders, American 
Indians and Arab Americans are also 
more likely to develop chronic kid- 
ney disease. 

Another risk factor is the pro- 
longed, excessive use of over-the- 
counter analgesics like Motrin or 
Advil.

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treadmills, stationery bikes and 
rowing machines in OMH’s Cardiac 
Rehabilitation Department. 

“Our goal is to teach people how 
to manage their symptoms and 
improve their quality of life. for 
these patients through this struc- 
tured, comprehensive program,” 
said Sandra Nemecek, R.N.B.A. 
Nemecek, coordinator of OMH’s 
Cardiac Rehabilitation Program, is 
coordinating the exercise compo- 
nent of the Pulmonary 
Rehabilitation program. During the 
exercise regimen, patients will be 
closely monitored to ensure they are 
performing ata safe and beneficial 
level.

“They will become 
physically stronger and gain an 
improved sense of well-being.” | 

“We’ve had great success with 
the Pulmonary Wellness education 
program we’ve already offered at 
Otsego Memorial Hospital,” said 
Elder. “Adding the exercise com- 
ponent just makes it better.” 

The program is individualized to 
the needs of each participant, giving 
them the highest level of benefit 
possible. Under the direction of the 
patient’s physician and program’s 
medical director, the pulmonary 
rehabilitation staff carry out the 
patient’s exercise prescription. The 
pulmonary rehabilitation staff con- 
sists of Respiratory Therapists, 
Registered Nurses, and Exercise 
Physiologists on staff at Otsego 
Memorial Hospital. 

“We have had inquiries from both 
patients and medical providers

Chronic kidney disease is defined 
as permanent kidney damage or 
decreased level of kidney function 
for three months or more. If left 
untreated, kidney disease could lead 
to tofal kidney failure. When this 
happens, your kidneys can no longer 
regulate water in or remove wastes 
from your body, and you'll need 
dialysis (a process that substitutes 


for some of the filtering functions of - 


the kidneys) or a kidney transplant 
in order to survive. 

There are several warning signs of 
kidney disease, including high blood 
pressure, blood and/or protein in the 
urine, and difficult or painful urina- 
tion. Other, possible indicators 
include more frequent urination, 
especially at night, or puffiness 
around the eyes and swelling of the 
hands and feet could also signal the 
presence of the disease. 

After about the age of 30, people 
will begin to lose roughly | percent 
of their kidney function every year 
as a result of the natural aging 
process.

Once kid- 
ney function sinks to 15 to 20 per- 
cent, treatment such as dialysis or 
kidney transplant is needed to 
replace kidney function. 

“One of the most difficult and 
unfortunate things about loss of kid- 
ney function is that patients don’t 
notice anything until the kidney 


function gets quite.low, almost tothe 


point of no return,” said Ojo. 

The most important thing you can 
do if you exhibit any of the risk fac- 
tors for chronic kidney disease is to 
have your kidney function evatuat- 
ed. In addition to blood test, those at 
risk should have their urine checked 
for protein and blood. ‘This test is 
part of a routine yearly adult physi- 
cal exam. 

The National Kidney Foundation 
of Michigan adds that you should 
exercise on a daily basis, refrain 
from smoking, limit your protein 
intake and maintain a healthy diet. 
In addition, you should see your 
health care provider for prompt 


‘treatment of kidney and bladder 


infections and check with your doc- 
tor or pharmacist before taking any 
drugs. If you have diabetes, you 
should control your glucose levels, 
hemoglobin, blood pressure, choles- 
terol and weight, and visit your 
physician at least once a year. 

“Taking control can, in many 
cases, prevent or delay the rate of 
loss of kidney function,” said Ojo.

West Nile 
virus 
claims 
another life 


District Health Department #10 
Medical Director Hoda Asmar, 
MD, announced today that the 
death of an elderly Newaygo 
County resident appears to have 
been caused by the West Nile virus. 
The person, who has not been iden- 
tified, died in mid-September, Test 
results have confirmed that West 
Nile virus was found in the individ- 
utal’s cerebrospinal fluid. 

This case is the first officially 
recognized human case of West 
Nile virus within the (en-county 
area served by District Health 
Department #10 (DHD#10). Data 
suggest that the infection was 
acquired while the individual was 
outside the area served by 
DHD#10, 

The Michigan Department of 
Community Health (MDCH) has 
reported that as of September 27th, 
the number of “probable and con- 
firmed” human cases of West Nile 
virus has reached 314, and that 16 
Michigan residents have now died 
from the West Nile virus this year. 
Case information can be found on 
the internet at http://www.michi- 
gan.gov/mdch, by clicking on 
“West Nile virus.” 

Individuals with fever and signs 
of encephalitis and/or meningitis 
should be tested for West Nile 
virus. 

Symptoms of — encephalitis 
(inflammation of the brain) and 
meningitis (inflammation of the 
spinal cord and brain linings) 
include severe headache, stiff neck, 
stupor, disorientation, coma, 
tremors, muscle weakness, convul- 
sions and paralysis. Physicians are 
also urged to test patients for West 
Nile virus if they present with sud- 
den, painless paralysis in the 
absence of stroke. 

It is well documented that the 
West Nile virus is spread to humans 
by infected mosquitoes. Dr. Asmar 
joins MDCH and the US Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention 
in urging people of all ages to take 
common sense precautions to 
reduce exposure to mosquitoes. 
There are many ways people can 
reduce their exposure to mosqui- 
toes, including: 

* Avoiding or minimizing out- 
door activity at dawn, dusk and 
early evening when mosquito activ- 
ity is high. If going outdoors, wear 
light-colored, long-sleeved shirts 
and long pants. 

* Applying insect repellent that 
contains the active ingredient 
DEET to exposed skin or clothing, 

always following the manufactur- 
er’s directions for use on the label. 
¢ Maintaining window and door 
screening to keep mosquitoes out
